Searching in Vain for His Counter - 
_ part in England, Which is Sorely in 


Need of Capable Leadership at the 
Present Juncture of Affairs. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

LONDON, Dec. 28.-—-[Exciusive Dis- 
patch.] There is evident a growing ap- 
preciation of the quality of President 
Roosevelt as the embodiment of that 
“natural efficiency” which is the fetich 
of modern Englishmen, and which Lord 
Rosebery and the Independent Conser- 
vative critics of the present Cabinet are 
agreed that the British government 
needs in a higher degree today. Many 
observers of affairs are apparently 
studying the writings of the President, 
and more are studying his record, as 
the almost daily references in the col- 
umns of the press would indicate. 

When Mr. Roosevelt took office he 
was better known for his military ex- 
ploits than for his service in civil Ute.

ANENT PHILIPPINE LEGISLATION 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.1 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.}] Representative Metcalf of 
California said today that he detected 
a sentiment among Congressmen for 
the repeal of the Hoar Philippine 
amendment, passed by the last Con- 
gress, prohibiting the granting of fran- 
chises in the Philippines.

HANGMAN’S 
HENRY CLINE DYING AT HIS HOME 
NEAR RINCON. 


{| Executioner at Seventeen Hangings in 
Early Days and Proud of It—Creigh- 
ton-Gregory Fruit Case Decided in 
Favor of the Defendant. 


The Times’ Correspondent.] Henry 
Cline, a famous hangman, is lying at 
the point of death at his home near 
Rincon. In the early days of Southern 
California Cline made his reputation. 
Several days ego Cline started at night 
from Chino to Rincon. The horses ran 
away, and he lay in a ditch all night, 
as noted in The Times. Since then he 
has@een delirious, and does not recog- 
nize his friends. It is believed that 
death is near. During his life. Henry 
Cline has acted as executioner at seven- 
tech hangings, and he is proud of the 
fact.

INTERESTING FRUIT CASE. 
Judge Oster today handed down an 
opinion that win be of general interest 
to orange growers and shippers, in the 
case-.of Creighton vs. Gregory, judg- 
ment being for the defendant.

for all frult delivered thereafter. When 
the crop had been delivered, Creighton 
demanded the full contract price, ad- 


mitting that he orally agreed to a 
modification in order to get Greg- 
ory to.accept the fruit. The latter 


mailed -Creighton an itemized state- 
ne am which was covered by an ac- 
E panying check, which the plaintiff 
accepted. Judge Oster holds that as 
the modification of the contract was 
never reduced to writing, the ntract 
still held, without respect to t oral 
agreement that the contract was not a 
completed sale, but an agreement to 
purchase, and by its terms the plaintiff 
was bound to segregate the non-mer- 
chantable fruit expressly excluded from 
the operation of the contract, and that 
the plaintiff in accepting the statement 
and check did so in satisfaction of his

Karly yesterday morning a fire started 
in the San Ysidro Cafion, back of the 
San Ysidro ranch, which spread with 
great rapidity, owing to the un- 
usually strong wind then prevailing, 
up the slope, and across the lands of 
Judge Hayne, along Spring Cafion, and 
came very close to the pumphouse 
there. For a time there were serious 
indications of the fire spreading over 
to Hot Spring Cafion, in which direc- 
tion the highe winds were carrying it.

The fire originated through the 
carelessness of wood choppers camped 
bn Johnson's grounds in San Ysidro 
Cafion. This is the first time this year 
there has been smoke in Santa Bar- 
bara from mountain fires. NO build- 
ings of any kind were burned.

sometimes given betel before they are weaned. 
chewing is said to take away hunger and fatigue. 
habit once acquired is seldom given up, and I see women 
chewing who are so old that they have to pound the 
nuts to a powder in order that they masticate them with 
their toothless gums. I can imagine no more disgusting 
sight than one of these leathery old hags chewing the 
betel and expectorating, as it were, blood in puddles. 

The chewing is done by young women also and those 
of all classes. During a visit to Bangkok I bought a 
betel spittoon such as used by the ladies of the King’s 
harem. It is just as big as a teacup and the King's 
wives in using it lift it‘up to their lips. This chewing 
is also common in the Philippines, but not so disgusting 
as it is here on the edge of the equator. 

The Development of Malaysias. 

I ͤ am surprised at the development going on in this 
part of the world. I have writen of Singapore and the 
$200,000,000 worth of exports and imports which come 
in and go out of the Straits every year. This is only 
one of the things that is going on down here on the edge 
of the equator. There are now about a dozen newspapers 
published in this region. Singapore has two dailies in 
English, two dailies in Chinese, two in Malay and one 
or two papers in Tamil. 

A little further up the Strait is Penang, with a popu- 
lation of over 100,000, and a trade of more than $100,- 
000,000 a year. Johore is doing eonsiderable business, 
and there are half a dozen other States which are export- 

ing coffee, tea and tin. 

Penang is an island fifteen miles long and nine miles 
broad, with large nutmeg and pepper estates. It is now 
building a railway through the State of Perak, with 
which it will be connected by ferry. The railroad will be 
317 miles long, and it is planned to extend it to Burmah. 
A railroad is proposed here in Singapore. It is to cross 
the island and then to begin again at Johore and extend 
on upward through the peninsula to Siam and possibly 
to Chima. A branch will go off to Burmah, and the 
probability is that some day Indio-China and East India 
will be connected by iron tracks with Singapore. 


Railroads in Siam. + 


At present considerable railroad building is going on 
in Siam. The King there is very enterprising, and he is 
slowly but surely pushing railroads to the northward. 
He has just finished one 166 miles long to Korat, and 
will have another hundred-mile road completed this 
year. I have recently met some Americans who have 
been selling electrical machinery in Bangkok, and ac- 
eording to their statements that city is now one of the 
liveliest of the Far East. It has an electric lighting 
plant and electric street cars. It is the center of two 
railroad systems, with machine shops and foundries, 
and it is thoroughly up to date in many of its equip- 
ments. It has twenty-six rice mills now, run by steam. 
Seven of these milis have electric light vlants, some of 
which were shipped there from the United States. A 
number of the rice mills are Chinese, only four being 
European. The Chinese mills have large capital, and 
they are managed on as good business principles as any 
milis in the United States. Bangkok has three daily 
newspapers and about two score printing houses. The 
railroads are well built, and some of them are paying 
dividends. 


Bangkok and the Germans. | 


“Bangkok is rapidly growing. It is said to have in the 
neighborhood of 800,000 people and to be the center of 
distribution for the products of at least 5,000,000 people. 
It has good hotels, large banks and importing and ex- 
porting houses, with large capital. It is a town of 
telegraphs and telephones, clubs and libraries, business 
men and missionaries, last, but not least. At present it 
is sandwiched between the possessions of the French in 

_Indie-China and the English in Burmah and both na- 
tions would like to grab it. At the same time the Ger- 


wans are slowly, but surely, working their way into its} 


business, and any attempt of the other powers to take 
possession of it will be resented by them. About two 
years ago Prince Henry of Prussia made a visit to 
Bangkok,and itis said that the Emperor of Germany keeps 
up a personal correspondence with Chululangkorn, the 
King of Siam, which is much helping German interests. 
The Germans have recently bought the Scottish Oriental 
Une of steamers sailing between Bangkok and China 
and other parts of the Far East, and they are pushing 
their trade in every possible way. 


Coffee Plantations. 


— — 
There are a large number of Europeans who have re- 
eently engaged in coffee raising on the Malay peninsula. 
In the protected native State of Selangor there are 100 
such estates, varying in size up to 2000 acres each. Most 
of the planters are setting out rubber trees in addition 
to their coffee, and some are planting cocoanuts. They 
use Indian coolies as laborers. They are said to be mak- 
ing money. 
There are other plantations in Johore, Pahang and the 
Negri Sembilan. Have you ever heard of these States?

The roots are cultivated, it requir- 
ing about eighteen months to grow the crop. After gath- 
ering, the roots are cut into pieces, ground up and boiled 
to get out the tapioca. A great deal of the product goes 
to the United States. 7 


Cobras and Tigers. 


Nearly every one of these settlements on the Strait 
of Malacca has its botanical garden, and not a few have 
zodlogical accompaniments. I went out the other day to 
the garden in Singapore to look at the snakes. The 
country is full of them, and it has Some of the deadliest 
known to man. The government gives a reward for the 
poisonous varieties, paying from fifty cents to $5 per 
head, according to size and character. I saw a man bring 
some to the officials in a bag in order to collect his fees. 
He had thirty-nine, and everyone of them was venomous. 
He pulled the snakes out of the bag with his bare hands 
and cracked their heads against the stones as he showed 
them to the policemen, and I wonder that he was not 
bitten. The government pays $5 for snakes of fourteen 
feet and upward. 


The Home of the Tiger. 


The Malay peninsula is the home of the tiger. Every 
now and then a baby is eaten, and frequently men and 
women. Not long ago the statistics showed that 300 
people were annually killed on this Singapore Island by 
tigers, and during a visit to the peninsula, I was shown 
the tracks of a tiger in the mud near a saw. mill by 
which we drove. The tiger had been about the mill the 
preceding night, but had gone away without eating up 
any of the Malay babies in the village near it and with- 
out playing with the quiet buzz saw. The government 
reward for a full-grown tiger is $50 and for a tiger cat

Cobras Which Spit Poison. . 


~ Speaking of snakes, the reward is fifty cents for the 
cobra, which is to be found everywhere. The cobra is a 
browulsh-gray snake, about five feet in length. It is 
sluggish in its movements and can easily be killed, but 
one must be careful to keep out of the way of its venom. 
When attacked it raises its head and spreads it out in 
the shape of a hood, while it spits out poison with a 
nolbe like an angry cat. It can throw its spittle a dis- 
tance of eight feet, and if a bit of it happens to fall upon 
a sore or upon the eye it is sure death. It is the cobra 
that the Indian snake charmers use largely in their ex- 
hibitions. They do not seem to be afraid of it, and ap- 
parently handle it with impunity. Not long ago an 
Englishman looking at such a show told the Hindoo 
that he knew the poisonous glands had been extracted, 
and that if the cobra did bite it could not him. 
The snake charmer warned him to keep away, saying. 
it was not so. The Englishman laughed and grabbed 
the cobra in his hand. It bit him and he died within a 
few hours. ‘ “ 

This is also the home of the python and other great 
snakes of many kinds, some of which are to be found in 
the water. One twenty-five feet long and eighteen inches 
in circumference Was caught the other day on the deck 
of a steamer lying at the wharf. It had probably come 
in with the cargo or had climbed up the chains from the 
water. In my voyage to Singapore the captain showed 
me a snake swimming in the water some distance away 
from our vessel. It was, I judge, at least thirty feet long. 
The captain ran for his rifle, but before he could shoot 
the monster had dived under the water and we saw it 
no more.

PREHISTORIC DOG, 


THE FIRST RECONSTRUCTION OF THE ANIMAL 
HAS JUST BEEN SET UP AT NEW HAVEN. 


{Chicago Tribune: ] Through the efforts of the scien- 
tists connected with the Peabody Museum of Yale Uni- 
versity a representation of the prehistoric dog has been 
set up and is now on exhibition in New Haven. This ts 
the only specimen of reconstruction of the sort, cer- 
tainly in America, and probably in the world. 

The reconstruction was successfully accomplished only 
alter K protracted study of the skeleton of the dog, 
which was discovered in Wyoming in 1872 by the late 
Prof. O. E. Marsh, the famous Yale geologist. After a 
careful examination of the bones of the dog and a com- 
parison af them with the physical characteristics of other 
animals of the same family and of the same period of 
the world’s history, the Peabody professors have created 
an exact facsimile of the dog as it roamed the great pre- 
Historie forests which formerly covered the east slope 
of the Rockies.

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DEATH VALLEY. 
A BRIEF DESCRIPFION OF A MOST 
INTERESTING REGION.

At the end of the Jura-triassic period, the Sierra Nevadas 
were born, and the work of evaporation began in ear- 
nest, continuing on down to the end of the Tertiary, 
when Death Valley (the portion with which I shall here- 
after deal) was probably very much the same as today, 
except that it was more arid. The epoch of evaporation 
through which the valley had just passed left its in- 
delible autograph in the deposits of salines covered with 
a layer of marl and clay, which the terrible forces 
of the Glacial period, liquefying and dissolving as they 
were, were unable to eradicate. 

During this Glacial period three great lakes were 
formed so close together as almost to constitute one con- 
‘tinuous sea. These were Owens’s Lake, the sink of the 
Mojave River, and Death Valley—the last named being 
the lowest point of the southwestern lake | 
mentioned. 

The end of this Glacial period is placed by James 
Croll at 80,000 years back, while the remnants found 
on the shores of these very lakes indicate that prehis- 
toric man once wandered over this same region, and, 
as might be expected, bones of the mastodon, prehis- 
toric horse and camel, are also found. 


The Rock Formation. 


The bedrocks of the desert are largely slate and schist 
left from the Jura-triassic period, but volcanic eruption 
has so demoralized and scattered the various forma- 
tions that widely different deposits are often found 
within a few feet of each other. The mountain ranges 
are for the most part/long and narrow—mere ridges, 
lying quite uniformly north and south. These were 
formed by the uplifting of whole blocks of stone, which 
have since become separated by profound faults. Dif- 
fering from any other mountain form in the world, this 
has been called the “Basin range structure,” and is so 
known to geologists the world over.

HOW IT WAS MADE AND PREPARED 
FOR EXHIBITION. 


F. rom a Special C orrespondent, 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 27, 1901.—The McKinley 
death mask, which has just been deposited in the 
United States National Museum for safe keeping, 
$s quite the most artistic cast of the kind ever molded 
upon the features of a public man. Many who have 
had the privilege of viewing it have remarked upon 
the striking resemblance between its features and those 
chiseled upon the face of the statue of Napoleon, adorn- 
ing the Corcoran Art Gallery. 

Immediately upon learning of President McKinley's 
@eath, on Saturday, September 14, E. L. A. Pausch, a 
New York sculptor, telegraphed Secretary Cortelyou 


for permission to perpetuate the face of the nation’s be- 
loved martyr in plaster. Mr. Pausch being the first sculp- 


tor to make the proposition, his request was immediately 
granted over the wire.

How the Mask Was Maée. 


The McKinley death was made by application of 
the most modern known to the sculptor’s art. 
The features of the dead magistrate were carefully 
greased, this treatment extending to all parts of the head 
selected for reproduction. What is known to sculptors as 
a “dam” was then made by draping an embroidered 


towel about the head and face. The ends of this were 


crossed beneath the throat. Plaster of Paris, mixed 
to almost liqui. form, was then applied directly to the 
face with a spoon. Colored plaster was first poured on, 
merely enough to supply a thin film. The cavities of the 
eyes, nostrils, mouth and ears were then covered with 
the first coating of white plaster. ‘lhis was to avoid the 
possibility of an entrance of air beneath the mold. The 
entire features were next covered with a coating of the 
white material. Within a half hour after the wet mold 
was put on it had hardened sufficiently for removal. 
When taken off it bore in intaglio every line, angie and 
curve of the original features. : 

Thus was obtained the mold or negative, from which

DISCIPLES OF HYPATIA, 


MANY WOMEN ARE NOW SUCCESSFULLY 
GAGING IN ASTRONOMICAL PURSUITS. 


{New York Tribune:] The announcement made a few 
days ago that Miss Anna Winlock of the Harvard Ob- 
servatory staff, had collaborated with Simon Newcomb in 
computing the orbit of a newly-found asteroid is a re- 
minder of the large share which the fair sex hag had in 
astronomical work from Hypatia’s day down to the pres- 
ent time. Although the woman whom Kingsley takes 
as the heroine of one of his novels taught philosophy 
as well as science, she especially exceiled in mathemat- 
ics, and is known to have engaged in astronomical cal- 


culations. 
Among the first devctees of stellar science after the re- 


| vival of civilization in Burope, four or five centuries ago, 


were Sophie Brahe (1556-1643,) Marfe Cunitz (1610-1664) 
and Elizabeth, second wife of Heyvyelius. the first 
very little is known beyond the circumstance that she 
was a sister of the great astronomer, Tycho Brahe. Cu- 
nitz, although she married an amateur astronomer and 
derived some inspiration from him, really exhibited much 


which were a simplification of Kepler’s, but inasmuch as 
she made no use of logarithms her task was more dif- 
cult than it would have been otherwise. Hevellus, a 
wealthy amateur, residing in Silesia, undertook a series 
of observations for a new star catalogue. His wife as- 
sisted him, and published some of his results after his 
death. She named a constellation “the shield of So- 
bieski,” after a King of Poland. eins 

Three more modern, if not more conspicuous, figures 
in the realm of astronomy are Mary Somerville, Caro- 
line Herschel apd Maria Mitchell. Mary Som- 
erville, whose maiden name was Fairfax, and who was 
related to George Washington’s mother, was born in 
Scotland, near the close of the year 1780. She was al- 
most as versatile as Hypatia. Her most famous work, 
perhaps, was an adaptation of La Place’s “Celestial Me- 
chanics” to the comprehension of a large number of 
students. It was from the great Frenchman she re- 
ceivedjthe compliment that she was the only women 
who ever understood him. John Couch Adams, one of 
the discoverers of the planet Neptune, says that he de- 
rived the hint which led to his computations from read- 
ing Mary Somerville’s “Connection of the Physical Sci- 
ences.” 

Caroline Herschel (1750-1848) discovered no less than 
seven comets and published several catalogues of stars 
and nebulae. Maria Mitchell was a native of Nantucket, 
and while yet a young woman became !*varian of the 
local athenaeum. With a small telescope, which had 
belonged to her father, she scrutinized the skies for 
years. In 1846 she discovered a comet. That event led 


to many recognitian# sf her skill from foreign as well as 


American sources. The King of Denmark sent her a 
medal. Her services as a computer were sought at the 
Nautical Almanac Office in Washington, and when she 
went abroad she received attention from Mary Somer- 
ville, George Eliot and other women famous for intel- 


lectual endowments. In 1865 she became professor of as- 
tronomy in Vassar College, a post which she occupied 
until age rendered resignation necessary. She died in

The Nautical Al- 
manac Office in Washington has often employed women 
mathematicians. There was Mrs. Elisabeth Preston 
Brown Davis, for instance, who detected and corrected 
an error in one of La Place's tables, which had long 
bothered astronomers. Ten or fifteen years ago, when 
Prof. Newcomb wanted a computer, and held a com- 
petitive examination for a $1200 berth, Mrs. Davis casily, 
beat a dozen men rivals.

THE OLD SCOUT, 
Mis DAYS OF USEFULNESS ARE PAST AND HE 
IS LEFT WITHOUT A VOCATION. 
By a Special Contributor. 
BOUT the most pitifully cheerless men in the West 
A nowadays are those who have given most of their 
6 lives to scouting for the army, who have endured 
a generation of hardships and braved all the dangers 
of the plains and now, grizzled and gray, know they 
are forever out of a job. There are scores of the old 
fellows in the Territories. Several hundreds of the 
@ounger scouts Shave become vaqueros, sheep herders, 
express messengers and guards, eattlemen, railroad 
men, miners and prospectors. Electricity and railroads 
have principally made scouting obsolete, and since the 
Apaches in the Southwest and the Sioux in the North- 
west have been beaten into peaceful relations with the 
white settlers, there has been no demand for the rs tc 
ef the old-time scout—the darling of the adventärous 
dreams of the youthful reader of the yellow-covered lit- 
erature of a generation ago. The War Department kept 
some of the Scouts on the pay rolls at the frontier 
garrisons long after scouting had become comparatively 
useless to the army, but in 1890 the pay of many of the 
old heroes was cut off; and by 1896 less than two dozen 
white scouts (in the Southwest, at least,) remained in 
the employ of the department. There are a dozen 
scouts of twenty-five and thirty years’ service spend- 
ing their last days in poverty and r

A Peculiar Calling. | 

Like the knight in the band of Richard the Lion 
Heart, who thanked God he was nof a clerk, the true 
scout of the western plains has few if any counterparts. 
Along with the rangers of Texas he is one of America’s 
most characteristic types. No wonder he was seized 

‘upon by authors and painters as material for romance 
and picture. The wildness, and at the same time, the 
peculiar tenderness of the scout’s life, the adventurous 
character of his daring, his coolness and sagacity in the 
midst of insurmountable odds, his use of simplest facts 
in nature to gain his ends, his roamings in regions un- 
trodden by the white man, his thorough knowledge of 
the ways of red men and especially his craftiness, are 
all features in the life of a genuine scout of the plains 
that start the imagination of story tellers and picture 
makers. It is hard, in these days, to realize how great 
a part the scouts of the forties and fifties played in the 
settlement and the civilization of the plains of the Pa- 
eile Coast. The muse in history will give the long- 
haired scout in bis greasy, odoriferous buckskin suit, 
with a great quid of tobacco in his mouth and a bat- 
tered, weather-beaten sombrero on his head, a promi- 
nent place in her narrative of how the Golden West 
was won and held for the Union. 

Kit Carson was the earliest, and he still remains the 
most famous Americafi scout. The way he guided the 
Fremont exploring expedition through the Rocky Moun- 
tains in 1841 and thence, in 1843, some 1700 miles across 
the trackless plains, abounding with wild Indians, past 
Salt Lake in Utah, through the snow and ice of the 
passes of the Sierras into California, is as thrilling a 
chapter as may be found in fiction. 

The earlier scouts were originally trappers and hunt- 
ers, reared in Missouri, who had a fondness for adven- 
ture. They had pushed their way across the border of 
eivilization of those days, and had gone upon the plains 
of Kansas, Nebraska and Texas for big game and ex- 
eltement. The Mexican war in 1847 and the movement 
of troops through Texas and along the Rio Grande 
brought scouting into the army service. When the era 
of ox teams and trains of excited gold-seekers, headed 

toward California, began in 1849, there was a steady de- 
mand for scouts at very profitable wages. Hundreds of 


scouts live on the 


ness in firearms and a knowledge of Indian ways and 
tongues, became scouts. Few trains of ox-teamed wag- 
ons and emigrants across the plains, through the coun- 
try ming with roving bands of hostile Cheyennes, 

anches, Utes and Piutes, dared make the long jour- 
ney without some scout to lead them, Later, when a 
chain of army garrisons was planted across the plains 
aud the War Department began the subduing of the 
hostile plains tribes, the services of the army scout be- 
came essential to the soldiers. Scouting developed into 
a science—a sort of reading of facts from the life- 
less plains and the silent sky. A good scout had com- 
paratively no competition and his services were hand- 
somely paid. During the days of the Sioux wars in 
the north and the Apache wars in the south, there 
were over 2000 scouts, each drawing $150 a month and 
food and clothing, in the employ of the War Depart- 
ment. When the Indians became peaceful the palmy 
days for scouts rapidly fell away. And now in this 
piping time of peace, when the telegraph and railroad 
have invaded the Indian country and scenes of savage 
forays have been turned into farms and settlements, the 
scout has become a historic figure. 


Must Defy Discomfort. 


The requisites of a genuine scout were, first of all, 
an iron constitution. No scout ever dared hint that 
the weather might be too inclement for him to 
take a job of guiding a party of explorers or 
a troop of cavalry. The nights were never too cold, 
gale was never too fierce, snow never blew too bard, 
the weather was never too freezing or roasting for 
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scout to venture ahead. He to ride days and 
nights in succession in his saddle and to sleep for weeks 


cern, so far as physical discomfort was concerned, was 
for his horse or broncho. A common saying among the 
scouts was: “Our home is our saddle and the stars are 
our roof.” Privations that would quickly break down 
ordinary men were everyday matters with scouts. They 
have gone for a week without cooked food because they 
were secretly trailing in an Indian country and dared 
not make a smoke. Hunges and thirst were common pri- 
vations. They have slept on bleak and barren spots, 
where bitter, cold wind blew and dust and sand filled 
the air, with their horses picketed near, without even a 
protecting blanket over them, only to get up at dawn 
and pursue the ride sixty and seventy miles farther 
without rest. It is wonderful that these plainsmen ever 
lived to endure this hard life longer than a few years. 
Courage is another requisite of a good scout. Some 
of this courage may border on bravado, but there have 
been such constant opportunities to reveal the mettle 
of a scout that none could conceal his true self very 
long. Gen. George A. Custer once wrote that the brav- 
est deed he ever saw in civil or in plains warfare was a 
deed by two scouts who could not read or write. These 
scouts were told that certain secrets concerning the 
Cheyennes were held by a hostile tribe then on the 
warpath, and, knowing that the chances were one in 
a thousand of escape from a death of torture at the 
hands of the tribe, the scouts volunteered to attempt 
to get the information. They never came back. Highly 
romantic stories have been published in countless num- 
bers of the bravery of scouts of the plains in times of

Although men 
knew that there was an old law that provides for such 
a fund, to lock away millions of dollars without letting 
them draw interest seems so absurd and contrary to all 
business and government sense that men treated as a 
myth the occasional tale that somewhere in Germany 
was hidden a vast treasure. ; 

But it has been counted officially now, and the dry, 
red-tape report has been made public, showing that it is

6 was put away thirty years ago, to be left untouched ex- 
| cept for that purpose, to serve in time of need and fur- 
nish the ready cash so that the army and navy could be 
fitted out without waiting till a war loan could be levied. 
If it had been left in circulation it would have far more 
than tripled itself in the time since it was taken away 
from the uses of man and buried in the tower. 

The money is in the form of ten and twenty mark 
pieces in gold.

The 
money was taken from the immense war indemnity 
which Germany made France pay, and when the 830,000, 
000 was laid away a law was passed to make it avail- 
able only for the purpose of mobilizing the afmy and 
navy immediately in case of need. 

But the conditions of war have changed so much in 
thirty years that, great as the sum is, it would not last 
for more than a few days. This fact adds to the dis- 
content with which Germany bas received the confirma- 
tion of the old tale that this huge fortune is actually 
locked up by the goyernment. PR

phia Press:] The development of the trade 
of the Congo Free State has made Antwerp the most 
important ivory market in the world. The imports into 
Antwerp from Congo e State began about thirteen 
years ago, when about twelve tons were imported. This 
rose rapidly, until imports from the Congo are now 
‘some two hundred tons, or about a fifth of the ivory 
used in the world, the total yearly supply of ivory, 
which has doubled in the past fifteen years, being from 
800 to 1000 tons. About one-half of this comes from East 
and West Africa in nearly equal proportions, the rest 
being divided between South Africa, Egypt, India and 
the fossil ivory, which comes from Siberia, the tusks of 
extinct mammoths. This increase in supply has not 
prevented a still larger increase in prices, and at the 
quarterly Antwerp sale, which is just over, English 
newspapers report that American buyers bought prac- 
tically the whole of the ivory in the market. Teeth which 
were valued at the last quarterly sale at $190 per hun- 
dred weight brought $270, an increase of about one-half, 
and all grades rose correspondingly. 

No such sudden increase in price has taken place in 
ivory during the thirty years in which its quotations 
have been steadily rising. In the twenty years from 
1871 to 1891 ivory rose about one-half in value. Ele- 
phants’ tusks and teeth grade in so many ways as to 
color, fineness, texture and size, and, as with diamonds, 
the price of a tooth increases so rapidly with its size 
that a comparison in prices is not easy. The continuous 
record kept by a London firm shows that hard, sound 
East Indian teeth, each from fifty to seventy pounds in 
weight, rose from $165 per hundred weight in 1871 
to $320 in 1891. The increase had progressed pretty 
steadily throughout this period, with a fall in 1879, rose 
again in 1883 nearly to the prices reached later in 1891 
and a decrease in 1887. All grades of ivory rose in the 
same fashion in the same period, about doubling in 
value. They fell in 1894 about 10 per cent., and in spite 
of the large increase in supply from the Congo Free 
State they have steadily advanced since, until they have 
now made a sudden advance which carried ivory past 
all previous records. \ 

A famine price for ivory is tolerably certain before 
long. For the two great purposes for which it is em- 
ployed—piano keys and billiard balls—no substitute has 
been found. The present supply of ivory destroya from 
30,000 to 40,000 elephants in Central Africa and about 
75,000 the world over. The largest herd known, in the 
upper waters of the Congo and the Southern lakes re- 
gions, is estimated, no one knows on what basis, at 200,- 
000, This estimate of four or five years ago was prob- 
ably too small, as, if it was correct, the herd by this 
would have been destroyed; but a steady stream of 
ivory continues to fow down the Congo, with no slack-

AIT IS OF A BASE TYPE, REPAYING 
_ KINDNESS WITH TREACHERY.

URING the last two years the American papers 
have had a good deal to say about the treacherous 
nature of the Malay. That nature, however, as ex- 
-emplified in the Filipinos, is of so revolting a type, 66

This double-dyed villain, for such he was, must have 
laughed in his sleeve at the faith of the “loco Ameri- 
cano” in his “honor.” One morning the presidente ap- 
peared before the commanding officer at Balinag. With 
the polite suavity of the educated Filipino grandee he 
recounted how he wished to return to San Miguel, how 
rewards were offered for his head, how he was con- 
stantly followed, and threatened with death, etc., etc., 
and wound up by requesting that an escort of Americans 
be detailed to accompany him to San Miguel, a distance 
of fifteen miles. The favor was ‘instantly granted, the 
army officers being determined xt any cost to protect the 
lifg of the presidente—Buencamino. Bright and early 
one November morning in 1900, the party set out. It 
comprised five carromatos, a native cart drawn by di- 
minutive ponies and eight soldiers. The presidente rode 
in one vehicle, the eight guards being distributed in the 
other four. The telegraph wires were in working or- 
der between Balinag, and San Miguel, and as the sentry 
in the lofty tower of the great church at Balinag swept 
the surrounding country with his powerful field glasses 
and reported everything quiescent, the start was made 
under most auspicious circumstances. An open country 
obtains for three miles from Balinag, succeeded by a 
dense jungle, formed by the annual overfiow of the Rio 
Grande. Into this death trap, whence many would never 
return, Buencamino and his guard descended. As the 
party entered a deep cut whose walls were topped with 
a giant species_of bunch grass, caution was redoubled, 
and the Americans held their guns in readiness to de- 
fend the life of the “loyal” presidente. Just as they 
were getting through this threatening cut the president 
stepped out of his carromato, and with a friendly re- 
mark to the sergeant about the danger point being 
past, started to climb in again. At that signal, for such 
it undoubtedly was, a volley from seventy-five Mausers 
on both sides of the road ripped through the caravan. 
The presidente had disappeared, two ponjes dropped in 
their tracks, while two Americans were killed in their 
seats and one terribly wounded. Nothing could seen 
but the voice of the presidente could be heard nat ord 
orders. The carromato in which he rode had not been 
touched. The soldiers, completely at a loss, in the open 
themselves, surrounded by an overwhelming force at 
_ Close quarters in the protecting jungle, prepared for the 
worst. Plunging into the jungle they fought this in- 
visible foe with the desperation of despair. In the mas- 
sacre which ensued, for by no stretch of imagination 
could it be called a fight, the Americans standing no 
chance whatever, five Filipinos were nevertheless laid 
out, while the Americans, completely overpowered, were, 
after a futile resistanc, captured and carried off. The 
dead and dying were left on the field, while a friendly 
native who had seen the whole affair, rushed into Bal- 
inag with the news. A patrol immediately hurried out 
and found the dead bodies of two of their comrades and 
five Filipinos. The Americans were stripped of their 
clothing. Another American, wounded in half a dozen 
places, was tenderly placed in the ambulance wagon, 
imploring his comrades in his agony to kill him. The 
brave fellow subsequently recovered. The presidente 
stood in his true light at last, but .t what a cost. The 
Gugus had got eight guns, some hundreds of rounds of 
ammunition and the reports of another great Filipino 
“victory” would soon be broadcast among the ignorant 
natives.

“Why.” said the woman behind the desk of an intelli- | 


gence office in New York that makes a specialty of 
servants for rich and fashionable families, there's noth- 
ing so very out of the way about that ad; I put it in my- 
self. You see we are a little short just now of electric 
cooks, as we call them, though within the next six 
months I think there is a fair chance of filling at least 
one-half the applications that reach us for cooks, butlers, 
kitchen maids, etc., who understand this new domestic 
force, That is because all the enterprising men and 
women who aspire to become high-priced private chefs 
and stewards are taking special courses of instruction 
in electricity in order to take intelligent command of 
the thousand and one electric appliances in the new 


houses. 

“Just a moment ago one of my regular customers was 
in here looking for that very individual mentioned in 
my advertisement, a cook who is an expert electrician. 
My customer tripped in from her cosy motor brougham 
and almost dissolved in tears as she told her woes, which 
illustrate clearly enough the importance of electrical 
knowledge of the modern servant. That particular cus- 
tomer is wealthy and for years she has enjoyed the serv- 
ices of an unusually accomplished and reliable English 
cook. This year my customer’s husband built for her a 
new city house with every modern appliance from an 
electric apple corer to an electric lift. The English cook 
came up from the country house, looked about the 
spacious new kitchen and experimented for three days 
and then sent in her resignation. With the innate con- 
servatism not to say prejudice of the British mind, she 
flatly refused to monkey with the new kitchen power. She 
did not understand it and she sent up the dishes raw 
or so burned that nobody could eat them. The master 
of the house offered to pay for a series of lessons in 
electricity, but she refused all such inducements and has 
gone back to England.

At present I have a white iron bed, a black 
walnut dresser, two chairs, a table and a ‘drop-head’ 
machine of light oak. The walls are plain white and 
the woodwork white pine, windows curtained with Not- 
tingham lace, which I should like to change; what do 
you suggest? The floor is covered with a tan carpet 
having a red and white figure and a border of tan mat- 
ting. If 1 were to have new floor covering what do you 
think best? At present the machine is in front of the 
windows and the stand in the corner; do you think ft 
best vice-versa? For the dresser I have a jewel case, 
_manicure set and comb and brush on trays and an at- 
omizer. What do you think pretty for a pin cushion? 
On the table I have handkerchief, glove and ribbon 
boxes of yellow crépe paper. You see I wish to have 
my room white and yellow. I have a white Marseilles 
spread on my bed; do you think that is the prettiest 1 
do? I do not know what to have for covering 
mete ng and table. Do you think well of white over yel- 
ow » 
It you can find white Madras with yellow dots the size 
of a dime or quarter on it, it will make lovely and in- 
expensive drapery for your windows. Hung with thin

I wanted to get that darkest oak 
(can't think of the name) for furniture and have wood- 
work done to match. Now what shall my paper be? I ex- 
pect to have red upstairs, so I don't want that. I have 
already blue and green and I don't like a dull tan or 
terra cotta. I had thought of either a plain paper in 
yellowish brown or one of those big figured papers 
in yellow roses, but still they don’t exactly seem to suit. 
I rather fancy yellow in the room if it can be satis- 
factory. I have to get a new set of dishes also; would 
you make a suggestion as to them in connection with 
the dining-room? In parlors and dining-room how shall 
I finish the floors around the edge of the carpets? Ina 
crimson and white bedroom with white woodwork, 
which would be the prettier, a plain ingrain or a big-fig- 
ured crimson rose-vined paper? 

If you paper your parlors with plain green I hope you 
can find for your ceilings a pale tea-green paper with 
the shadows of leaves flickering over it. It is to be 
found in New York and your dealer may be able to 
procure it for you. It is very stunning. Or, another 
suggestion I would make is this: Use touches of creamy 


yellow in your front parlor, as you wish to use bright- 


red in the back room. I cannot fancy the red and 
pink opening together. On your parlor ceilings you

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yellow silk sash curtains underneath, the effect of your 
. windows will be charming. It, however, you cannot 
afford the silk just now, the Madras alone will be 
pretty. Cut them just to the sill and hang from a slen- 
der brass rod, slightly full. I bought some of this stuff 
several years ago in Los Angeles and I imagine, as 
Madras has again come to the front, that you can find 
it here. Lay over your dresser yellow silk or sateen, 
in same shade as that used in curtains, and cover with 
white ruffed and dotted muslin. If you choose to work 
over two rows of the white dots with yellow silk it will 
make a pretty border above your ruffle. Your pin cush- 
ion should correspond. Cover all of the dots with yel- 
low floss for the cushion, and catch up the little lace- 
edged ruffle at the corners with butterfly bows of satin 
ribbon. If you will trim three sides of your white 
Marseilles spread with an old-fashioned cotton-ball 
fringe and make a valance to go around the bed of the 
yellow spotted Madras, you will improve it very much. 
You can sew the ruffle firmly to a broad tape and fasten 
it around the mattress; then when your bed is made the 
white fringe of spread will prettily fall over this val- 
ance. Your valance must be rather full, as the stuff 
is thin, and if it sets out too much crease it down evenly 
with the fringe. Your present floor covering will look all 
right.

Storage Battery Men Lose Teeth. 


* ALCULATED to arouse wonder and perhaps excite 
the curiosity of the medical and dental professions 
it generally known is the fact that the teeth of the 
men who handle the storage bg. ot the Thirty- 
fourth street cross-town cars the effects of the 
acid fumes which arise from thé as they are 
charged, while apparently no other ill effects are felt. 
Twelve men work in the two pits at the.power-house 
in West Forty-second street, in which the storage bat- 
teries are taken from the cars, recharged and restored — 
to the cars. The pits are situated between the tracks 
near the doors at each end of the building through which 
the cars enter and depart. Each pit has two openings 
just large enough to permit batteries to be lowered from 
and raised to the cars through them. As the cars are 
stopped over the openings, which are exactly the shape 
of the batteries, the rectangular boxes, their power hav- 
ing been consumed, are released from the fastenings 
Which clutch them to the underbody of the car. They 
fall through the opening into a framework of grooves 
which is a part of a crane, traveling on a railway in the 
pit, and are guided down to the floor of the crane. This 
powerful machine also carries a freshly-charged battery, 
and when the powerless one has been lowered the fresh 
one is hoisted into place in the same manner, an auto- 
matic clutch holding it in place under the car. 
The batteries are charged for one, two or three trips. 
When the number of trips made by each car in the 


course of a day is considered it is apparent that the bat- 


teries are recharged many times, even in twelve hours. 
Sulphuric acid in water form the liquid pertions of 
these batteries, and when they are charged with an 
electric current they exhale ciouds ot vapor or fumes 
which are strongly impregnated with sulphuric acid. It 
is these fumes, the men say, which cause their teeth to 
decay rapidly, even in such a short space of time as 
three months. Save for causing a soreness of the skin, 
the fumes apparently do them no other harm and have 
no effect on their lungs, though they cannot help but in- 
hale the acid-charged fumes. Several blowers bring in |

Santa Ana is supplied’ with electric light and power 
generated at the headwaters of the Santa Ana River, 
in the mountains eighty-five miles distant. Its streets 
are well lighted with arcs in the business center and 
incandescents In the residence districts, Both light and 
power are furnished at very low rates, and small man- 
ufacturing institutions will find here an important ad- 
vantage in the most economical of all motive forces, 
which is furnished day and night. The electric system 
is owned by the Edison Electric Company, one of the 
leading light and power corporations on the Pacific 
Coast, which also an extensive gas plant here. 

In transportation facilities Santa Ana is upon prac- 
tically an equal footing with Los Angeles, being upon 
the main lines of both the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fé railroads, and connected by rail with Newport, where 
coast steamers touch for freight and passengers, which 
is only eleven miles distant. A project is now well under 
way for the construction of a new line of railroad to 
Long Beach, which will give direct communication with 
San Pedro, and a franchise has been secured for an elec- 
tric line from Los Angeles to Santa Ana.

HAWAII TO SUPPLY SPONGES. 

Believing that there are sponges of a merchantable 
quality in the waters about these islands, the last week 
of the stay of the party representing the United States 
Fish Commission will be devoted in part to an inves- 
tigation of reports concerning their presence. Should 
there be found sponges which will be fit for market, 
these will add materially to the wealth of the islands, 
more, in fact, than any other product of the fisheries. 

There is one State of the Union which now produces 


all the sponges which are brought to the market lo- 
' cally. Along the coast of Florida the industry has been 


pushed to its limit, unul the annual sales of sponges 
amount to $600,000.- The product sells for as high as 
$2.50 a pound, which makes the business most profitable. 
There are sixty schooners in the trade, and the busi- 
ness is the staple of many of the towns along the coast 
of the State. The fishermen have brought the business 
to a high state of perfection, and they are able to make,
